Brussels Scene

Over Leopold 


Rebels May Establish 
Socialist Government 
In Different City 


B R U S S E LS , Belgium, Ju ly 29—

WASHINGTON 
TpLDER STATESMAN Bern ard 
Baru ch came to Washin gton 
to shove a ramrod d own the back 
of 
Con gress, 
an d 
d arn 
n ear 
worked a miracle. He mad e all- 
ou t mobilization con verts of Re­ 
pu blican sen ators like Homer 
Capehart of In d ian a, John Brick- 
er of Ohio an d Ralph Flan d ers 
of Vermon t. 
They fou n d themselves agree­ 
in g in prin ciple with the white- 
haired , white lin en -su ited Baj*- 
u ch. Earlier in the week, it looked 
as thou gh the Repu blican sen ­ 
ators were abou t to gu m u p the 
act by opposin g 
mobilization 
plan s. 
Mr. Baru ch came to Washin g­ 
ton to testify on Presid en t Tru ­ 
man ’s proposed “Defen se Prod u c­ 
tion Act of 1950.” Mr. Baru ch 
has been d eman d in g ad equ ate d e­ 
fen se prepared n ess an d stan d -by 
legislation for over 30 years — 
ever sin ce he was mobilization d i­ 
rector in World War II. This time 
it was n o d ifferen t. He testified to 
the effect that the Presid en t’s 
plan is too little an d too late. 
“This bill,” he said , “refu ses to 
lock the barn even after the horse 
has been stolen .” 
His testimon y an d an swers to 
qu estion s 
from sen ators were 
filled with similar epigrams an d 
bon mots. “Ou r choice is peace, or 
bu tter,” he said . “We can d efeat 
ou rselves.” 
“It seems like my hearin g aid 
is ou t of ord er an d I’m hearin g 
thin gs I heard before,” he said in 
referrin g to objection s to all- 
ou t mobilization 
at this time. 
They were raised od d ly en ou gh, 
by the Democratic sen ators—Pau l 
Dou glas of Illin ois, J. Allen Frear 
of Delaware an d Willis Robertson 
of Virgin ia. They thou ght the 
cou n try wasn ’t read y to accept 
all-ou t mobilization . Baru ch’s id ea 
was that the people were way 
ahead of Washin gton on this 
score. 


“IS CONGRESS behin d in its 
thin kin g?” asked Repu blican Sen . 
Irvin g M. Ives of New York. “1 
thin k so,” replied Baru ch. 
“Rome was a great power,” he 
told Sen ator Dou glas, “bu t the 
people were soften ed by circu ses. 
When they rebelled , they cu t off 
the head s of their sen ators. 
“We shou ld make taxes higher 
than a cat’s back,” said Baru ch. 
“Higher than a high cat’s back,” 
corrected Sen ator Dou glas. 
Other poin ts Baru ch ad vocated 
were: Gen eral price an d wage 
con trols, rolled back to Ju n e 25. 


Con tin u ed ren t con trols, which he 
called , “grabbin g a porcu pin e by 
the tail.” A sin gle mobilizin g 
agen cy of govern men t. Con trol 
over

as 
there is n ow con trol over man ­ 
power throu gh the d raft law. 
Postpon emen t of less essen tial 
spen d in g.

The reaction of the Repu bli­ 
can s to this prescription was 
somethin g to behold . They hit 
the sawd u st trail on e after an ­ 
other. 
Sen ator Bricker called it “com­ 
plete regimen tation ,” bu t said , “I 
agree that these thin gs ou ght to 
be d on e becau se they weren ’t 
d on e in the last war, an d we had 
in flation .” 
“The thin g I fear,” said Bricker, 
“is med iocrity.” 
“The on ly vote I ever regret,” 
said Sen ator Flan d ers, “was a 
party measu re to lower taxes in 
the 80th Con gress.” 
“If you have on ly on e thin g to 
regret,” said Mr. Baru ch, “you ’re 
lu cky.” 


AND SEN. HOMER Capehart, 
who hasn ’t liked this id ea of con ­ 
trollin g in d u stry a little bit, fi­ 
n ally came arou n d to the con clu ­ 
sion : “I agree with you . I d on ’t 
thin k we can have ration in g witn - 
ou t price con trol, or vice-versa. 
“So you thin k we shou ld tear 
u p this bill an d write it over?” 
Sen ator Capehart fin ally asked . 
“Don ’t tear it u p. Ju st ad d to it 
those section s we’ve been talkin g* 
abou t,” replied Mr. Baru ch. 
It was pu re coin cid en ce, of 
cou rse, bu t Presid en t Tru man ’s 
mid -year econ omic report, d e­ 
layed ju st a mon th by the Korean 
crisis, wen t to Con gress on the 
same d ay that Mr. Baru ch testi­ 
fied . 
The Presid en t’s recommen d a­ 
tion s for volu n tary allocation s, 
cred it con trol an d limited tax 
in crease were milk

when compared to the rich brew 
of blood an d gu ts con cocted by 
Mr. Baru ch. 
Whether to ad opt the all-ou t 
mobilization plan ad vocated by 
Mr. Baru ch, or to ad opt the half­ 
way measu res which the Presi­ 
d en t recommen d s is what Con ­ 
gress has to d ecid e n ow.
